Iand start foreclosure Mr Waddingham said that there is a four
month process to finalize foreclosure action and he will file

Notice of Default Thursday or Friday of this week

sidewalk curb and gutter is currently being installed on the
corner from Harts to Main Street Approximately 4 000 will be

left for additional sidewalk improvements and Mayor Dafoe
recommended that sidewalk curb and gutter be installed theon

north side of Mitch Myers property to the canal as a safe walkway
to the White Sage Regional Park

This item will be discussed further at the next Regular City
Council Meeting

Council Member Robert Droubay said that he is on a committee for a

new School District Multi Purpose Center He said that the center

will cost approximately 4 5 million dollars and asked the City
Council if they would be supportive of the School District applying
to the Community Impact Board for funding
